We are going tu say a few more’ words regarding the very 
unsatisfactory Chamber of Commerce meeting on the daylight- 
saving project. Yesterday, we axserted that Hongkong, by the 

“decision to leave things as they are, was in danger of being regarded 
as very much “behind the times, especially when compared with 
Shanghai. which has already adupted a «theme of putting the clock 
forward. Since we penned our comments a telegram has come 
from our Shanghai correspondent stating that Tientsin has now alsa 
fallen into line. That fact we commend to those who stcceeded on 
Tuesday evening in getting a very sensible and practicable xcheme 
knocked on the head. Not only Shanghai, bat Tientsin alsu, shows 
us the way. [t will.only remain for afew other Far Eastern ports 
to go in for daylight-saving, and then Hongkong will he in a position 
of inglurivus isolation.

In carefully reading over the report of Tuesday's meeting, one 
point has struck us forcibly, and ‘that is that although there were 
apparently twenty-one members of the Chamber in favour of some 
scheme of daylight-saving, none of them made a really outspoken 
plea forthe project. The supporters of the movement appeared 
to be wither woefully apathetic or strangely timid;.not one of them 
enlarged on the obvious advantages of the idea to any marked 
extent. We areinclined to think that the attitude of compromise 
taken by the Chairman had a deal to do with the non-success of the 
project. Bs cutting the period down from an hour to half-an-haur, 
- voting wa~ confined to that and to no interference at all with the 
clock, and we can quite believe that meny thought to -themselves 
‘that it would not be worth the bother to upset present arrange- 
ments for the sake of a. mere half-hour. As to the argument 
that release from ~ business - at four o'clock would 
mean that the hour would be too early, from a point of view of heat, 
for the commencement of sport, that is easily disposed of. In the 
height of summer, tennis is usually begun any time after four 
o’clock, and the League matches invariably commence at 4.30 p.m. 
which would be about the time made possible under the original 
scheme put forward for discussion by the Chamber of Commerce, 

- allowing for getting home, changing, etc. . 

The Chinese are evidently. more go-ahead that the European 
business people here, for, on being sounded on the ‘matter, the 
Chinese Chamber of Commerce were found to be-unanimously in 
favour of the first proposal made. That removes one big obstacle 
to the scheme, the moré sosince doubts were expressed as to how 
it would affect Chinesa business. They possibly realise the advant- 
age of the point made by Mr. Stabb, that it is best -for Hongkong 
and Shanghai to keep together so far as time is concerned. If the 
General Chamber of Commerce do not intend further méving in the 

. matter, perhaps the Chinese Chamber would request the Govern- 
ment to carry out their wishes. Or, why not the Government itself 
‘bring in 2 Bil? That would be an excellent way of showing the 

,community that the Government is even more progressive than the

cedure Mr. Barnes explained that when a two-thirds majority 
of the conference framed a draft convention or recommenda- 
tion it would be deposited’ with the General Secretary of 
the League of Nations. Thereafter each high contracting 


‘party must submit the conrention to its competent anthoritr 


within twelve months and, if endorsed, the convention must 
be carried out. Hereanent certain reservations were em- 
bodied to meet difficulties as regards Federal States, also 
provisions for providing special modifications in cases of 
countries imperfectly developed, or with peculiar climatic 
conditions, ete. The scheme provided certain “inforcement 
clauses’ bet reliance is placed upon publicity and enquiry 
with an appeal in the last resort to the League of Nations. 
It was proposed that the first conference be held in Washing- 
ton in 1919 provided tk United States agreed to co-operate. 
Mr. Barnes emphasised the importance of the proposed 
scheme. Tt wonld strengthen the League of Nations br 
enabling it to take root in the daily life of the peoples. 
President Wijson, on behalf of the workers of the 
United States; welcomed the Labour Charter and also sug- 
gested that the'Gonference be ‘held in Washington. At the

Inthe course of his speech in the House of Commons, Mr, 

Lloyd George. referring to the support of Admiral Kolschak 
ani General Denekin, said had we abandoned them to the 
Bolshevists it would have deen an act thoroughly 
unworthy of any great land—(Cheers.) ‘They asked to be supplied 
with arms and he did not regard that as the least departure froin 
Br. ain’s fundamental policy. Our policy was ta prevent a forcible 
en:ption of Bolshevism into Allied lands; therefore we were 
organising all the forces in the Allied countries bordering on 
territories from the Baltic to the Black Sea. There were unmistake- 

- able signs that Russia was emerging and when she again became 
sane and normal we should make peace in Russia. 


a 


Replying to an interruption by Mr. Clynes, the Premier said the 
Government had had .no approaches at all from the Russian 
Bolshevist Government—(Cheers.) He had heard reports that others 
had had proposals which he assumed wauld be authentic. -These 
had never been submitted to the Peace Confereuce by any member 
of the Conference. Therefore the Gonference had not considesed 
them. : . 


«The Premier, referring to the general peace terms, said the re- 
presentatives of the Great Powers had reached complete understand- 
ing on the great fiindaniental questions affecting the peace of 
Germany. ‘ Fhey had formulated those demands and he hoped that 
- by the end of next week they would be presented. Mr. Lloyd George 
strongly denounced the attempts to sow dissension and distrust 
between the Allies. He said no-one could have, treated more sym- 
pathetically.the peculiar problems and special ~usceptibilities of 
Europe, with long and bitter memories of national conflict, than 
President Wilson—(Cheers). They had never forgotten the poignant 
fact that most of the war sufferings:and sacrifices had been -borne 
by heroic France. They had not forgotten that she was entitled 
to feel a sense of security.against a repetition of attack. 


“Upon ‘all questions that come before us we have come to up- 
animous conclusions.”—(Cheers). What happened at the Vienna 
Congress showed the importance of unanimity. The Peace Con- 
ference unanimously and unhestatingly concluded that it would be 
a first-class blunder to publish the peage terms before they were 
discussed with the enemy. No Peace Conference had ever given 
its proceedings .so much publicity, but he would rather have a good 
Peace than a good Press—-(Cheers.) The Conference would take 
every action necessary to prevent premature publication, which 


would only encourage the enemy to resist. 


The Premier declared that every pledge the G 
given had been incorporated in the Allies’ demands. 
ment never swerved one iota from these demands. 
stood by them’ hecause thought «them: just. 
want a stern peace because the occasion demands it, but it must Ee 
designed, not to gratify vengeance, but to vindicate justice. Every 
clause and term must be justified on that ground. - Above all, we 
want to protect the future against a repetition of this war.” : 


The Premier said :—" I am going back to Paris if the House 
wants me to go—(Loud Cheers). Whoever goes back will meet the 
emissaries of the enemy and must possess the full ‘confidence 
of Parliament. Parliament ‘could repudiate the Treaty 
when it was signed, but it would be very diffidult, so’ before 
anyone goes to Paris, Parliament must feel thas at any rate 
whoever is there will carry out its pledges to the utmost of his power 
and conviction.” <Aftet denouncing newspaper attempts to sow 
dissension between the Allies, and emphasising the necessity of 
freeing commerce and industry as soon as possible and reducing the 
enormous war expenditure. the Premier said one of the results of
